Dear Sir or Madam: 

I have brought this matter to your attention because Mr. Husick repeatedly failed to 
respond to communications from the USPTO and then misled myself and my business partners 
about the status of the patent applications referenced below. Additionally, Mr. Husick failed to 
follow my instructions, and then failed to apprise me of statutory deadlines which has resulted in 
irrevocable loss of rights as set forth below. 

U.S. Patent Application. Sen No^ 10/084,592 

Method and Composition for Delivery of Medicants to Animals 

This application was filed on 2/25/2002 without declarations or the required filing fee. 
This application received a notice of abandonment on 1 1/26/2003 for failure to respond to a 
Notice of Missing Parts mailed on 4/18/2002. In short, Mr. Husick's failure to respond to the 
Notice of Missing Parts caused our application to lapse and go to abandonment. As can be 
clearly seen in the attached communications, repeated inquiries about signing the declaration and 
the status of the application were made to Mr. Husick by myself and my business partners. 

When Mr. Husick finally realized that our appHcation had gone to abandonment, he made 
us aware that there was a problem and reassured us that he would get things resolved so that our 
application would remmn pending before the USPTO. The USPTO records are devoid of any 
indication that Mr. Husick made any attempt whatsoever to contact the USPTO for revival of our 
application. 
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I have brought this matter to yoiir attention because Mr, Husick's failure to take any 
action on our behalf despite his representations that he would do so is inexcusable. Still worse, 
however, is the fact titiat Mr, Husick repeatedly misled us about the status of our application for 
nearly two years after he became aware that our application had been abandoned. We are 
attempting to i^vive this application but it is uncertain whether our petition to revive will be 
successful. 



Provisional U.S. patent application. Ser. No. 60/652431 
Method for Positively Identifying Livestock and Use Thereof. 

On 1/23/2002, the above mentioned provisional application was filed (the "Provisional 
Application"). On 10/26/2002, we instructed Mr. Husick to file a United States utility patent 
application claiming priority our Provisional Application. 

On 1/23/2003, Mr, Husick filed a PCT application claiming priority to our Provisional 
Application. Mr. Husick was not instructed to file a PCT application in the first place. Instead, 
Mr. Husick was clearly instructed to file a U.S. "utility" patent application. 

Unfortunately, it has been determined that our rights to file a US utility patent application 
based on and/or claiming priority to our PCT application lapsed almost two years ago on July 23, 
2004. Mr. Husick did not make us aware of this deadline nor did he make us aware of the 
consequences and loss of rights that would result from not filing an application based on the PCT 
prior to the deadline. We are attempting to revive the PCT application so that our U.S. national 
stage application will be accepted. It is uncertain whether this will be successfiil. 

Thus, our loss of rights with respect to what eventually became our PCT application can 
be directly attributed to Mr. Husick' s failure to follow our instructions and failure apprise us of 
crucial statutory deadlines 

I have enclosed a copy of the disciplinary complaint that I have also filed against Mr. 
Husick with the Pennsylvania State Bar Association for your reference. 

Based on Mr. Husick' s misrepresentations, we were clearly under the impression that our 
abandoned application had been pending over the last three years. Additionally, we were never 
made aware of crucial statutory deadlines and have lost rights as a direct result.

Please know that I have not come to the decision to file this complaint lightly. As shown in the accompanying 

documents, Mr. Husick repeatedly misled my company about the status of our patent applications for nearly two years 

after he became aware that at least one of the applications had become abandoned^ For the better part of three years, 
based on Mr. Husick's representations, 1 was clearly under the impression that my patent applications had been pending 



in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office the entire time. 
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company has, perhaps inrevocably, lost valuable inteliectual property rights as a direct result of Mr. Husick's inaction with 
respect to our patent applications. We are going to attempt to revive the applications. However, success is far from certain 
and very expensive.
